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BRAZILIAN EXPEDITIONARY FORCE LANDS IN ITALY 





If Hitler's supermen deley their headlong flight up the Ital- 
ian boot long enough to cast a fleeting glance backward, the sight 
which meets their eyes should add speed to their retreat. A new flag is 
flying in Italy today - the green and gold of Brazil - borne across the 
Atlantic by the first expeditionary force ever to be sent overseas by 
a Latin American republic. 

First of the Brazilians to set foot on European soil was Major 
Barbosa Pinto, an infantry officer, who announced to an interpreter on 
the Naples docks that he was "delighted to be here". Hard behind him 
came the main body of the expeditionary force under the command of Major 
General Jodo Baptista Mascarenhas de Morais, to be greeted by Lieuten- 
ant General Jacob Le. Devers, deputy supreme commander of the United 
States forces in the licditerranean theater. 

General Devers shook hands repeatedly with General Mascarenhas 
and Brigadier General Euclides Zenobio da Costa, Brazilian infantry com- 
mander, and said: 

"This is going to make a good force. We are glad to have them 
with us. We are very much pleased with thcir appearance and expect a 
great deal from them in the near future". 

The disembarkation of the first detachment of Brazilian over- 
seas troops at Naples was a fitting climax to ycars of training and 
preparation for the day when Brazil might have to defend her national 
existence against Axis aggression on the ficld of battle. The news that 
Brazilian soldiers would soon be cooperating with their allics in Europe 
was first announced at the cnd of last year by General Mascarenhas de 
Morais, aftcr a scries of conferences with other Unitcd States military 
leaders in Algiers had laid the ground-work for coordinating this coun- 
try's forces with other Allied forces abroad. 

For almost cight ycars prior to tic landing, as the shadow of 
Nazi-Fascist war machine grew more menacing, Brazil had been hammering 
her small peacetime army into a strong, modernized force equipped for 
Service at home or abroad. These preparations were intensified when the 
United States were plunged into war by the attack on Pcarl Harbor, and 
intensified even more when Brazil declared war on Germany and Italy in 
August 1942. 

At that time the country possessed a regular army of about 
20,000 scasoned troops and approximately 1,000,000 rcservists, trained 
under a compulsory military training program which had bcen in exist- 
mee since 1912. President Getulio Vargas immediately decrced that all 
men between the ages of 21 and 45 were liable to military service, and 
later extended the age limits to include men from 18 to 45.

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Meanwhile, General Eurico Gaspar Dutra, Minister of War, was 
speeding up a $150,000,000 defense program which he had begun in 1936. 
The army was quickly swelled to 50 new infantry, coast defense and me- 
chanized divisions, many of them equipped with tanks, planes and guns 
provided under lend-lease arrangements by the United States. The stan- 
dardization of Brazilian arms eliminated many supply problems caused 
by non-standardized equipment acquired from various European countries 
pefore the war, and at the same time made coordinated operations with 
the United States forces easier to carry out. 

Brazilians had a preview of the forces which have gonc over- 
seas when three crack regiments, totalling about 12,000 men, marched 
down this city's broad Avenida Rio Branco last April, followed by art- 
illery units and motorized equipment. The total number of Brazilian 
soldiers in Italy, or on their way to Italy, is a military secret, but 
Brazilians everywhere are recalling the words of General Dutra when 
he said: “Brazil will not send a token force overseas. What we shal} 
send will be air and ground forces strone enough to fight our encmy, 
Germany!" == From; Press Bulletin, Office of the Coordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs. 





PRODUCTS EXPORTED .BY THE STATE OF /MAZONAS 





1. RUBBER - The State of Amazonas produces several types of 
rubber. The chiei producing trees are the Hevea Brasiliensis, Euphor- 
biaceae and the Castiléa Elastica, Artacarpeas. With the help of the 
United States, Brazil is developing more and more her production of 
rubber. 





Re BALATA, or GUTTA OF SURINAM - This is a product composed 
of gutta and resins from the latex of Mimusops Bidentata De Ce, known 
in the French Guyana as Bullettree, Balata Franc or Balata Rouge. The 
forests of the State of Amazonas are thick with Balata trees, the fol- 
lowing being the best known types: Mimusops Amazonica Hube, Mimusops 
Huberi, Mimusops Maparajupa Hube and Mimusops Paraensis Hub. 

Balata is sold in Mandus in the form of blocks. It is used in 
the manufacture of transmission belts, mats, submarine-cables and is 
an efficient substitute for gutta percha. The best Balata in the State 
of Amazonas is that coming from the Rio Negro and Rio Branco regions. 

BDalata is exported in boxes of 180 kilograms net weight. 

Other types of Balata: Gen. Eclinusia (Sap. Ucugquirana, also 
called Coquirana or Inferior Balata) and Rose Balata (Rosadinha). Co- 
quirana contains 40% gutta; Rosadinha has a smaller content. 





3e BRAZIL NUTS - These nuts are the fruit of Bertoletia Excel- 
sa He B. Re Lecitidaceas, and are very rich in vitamins A and B. Nuts 
from the State of Amazonas are exported in 15-kilogram cans, shelled 
Or unshelled, and dried. 
These nuts are officially classified in thrce types: 
Large - when there are up to 94 nuts to a liter

Small - from 115 0 7." © wpe 





4. COCOA =- Cocoa beans are taken out of the fruit of Thcobroma 
Cacau, which grows in the Amazon Valley. 
Amazon Cocoa is of exccllent quality. 





5. CUMARU OR TONKA BEANS - Cumart or Tonka beans are the sccds 
of the sp. Dipterix Odorata Wilden., Fam. Leguminosas. They are used 
extensively for medicinal purposes. After being dried, thc sceds are 
Sold per kilogram. 





6. GUARANA - The “Guaranazeiro” (Paulinia Cupana, Kunth) is a 
Mative shrub of the Amazon Valley, where it grows abundantly. Its sccds 
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and beans are uscd under the popular name of Guarand. The Guaranazeiro 
is a climbing shrub, found chicfly in the region of Maués. 

Guarana has many uscs, one of which is a beverage prepared 
from its essence, well known for its nutritive value. This beverage is 
widely used as a nerve and muscular tonic, and also in cordials, syrups, 
liqueurs and carbonated drinks. 

Guarana is exported in bars, in syrup form, extract and carbon- 
ated. 


7¢ JARINA OR VEGETAL IVORY - This is the seed of a palm-tree 
fruit, scientifically known as Phytelefas Macrocarpa. The seeds are 
very hard and resistant, and they are used chiefly for the manufacture 
of buttons. 





8. PUXUR[ - This is the bean of Nectandra Puxuri, Fam. Lauri- 
neaee It is largely used in the manufacturing of pharmaceutical special- 
tieSe 





9. PIASSAVA - Piassava is the fiber extracted from a nalmetree, 
Leopoldina Piacgaba B. R., abundantly found in the valley of the Amazon 
river. This fiber is very lasting, and resistant to humidity, and is 
used in the manufacture of brushes, brooms and similar items. Piassava 
fibers are exported in the form of conic rolls. 





10, SALSAPARILHA - Medicinal plant, used principally as a blood 
purifier. 





11. TIMBO - This is a creeping, poisonous plant with a high 
content of Rotenone. The chief types are Lonchocarpus Hicou (5 to 7% 
Rotenone) and Lonchocarpus Uruct (5 to 5,5%). It is a very powerful 
insecticide, used advantageously as a substitute for Pyrcthrun. 





12. TIMBER - The State of Amazonas has an area of 170,000,900 
hectares (approximately 425,000,000 acrcs) covered with forests re- 
presenting 42.2% of Brazil's forcsts, and 7e4! of the world's forcstse

MISCELLANEOUS NEWS ITEMS 





BRAZIL'S NEW COUNCIL - The federal government, in considering 
setting up basic industries which can be readjusted in the postwar per- 
lod, has created a National Council of Industrial and Commercial Policy. 
The council will be composed of the Minister of Labor, Industry and Com- 
merce; members representing these departments and also the Ministries 
of Finance, Agriculture, Transport and Public Works, and five citizens 
who have distinguished themselves in the study of political and social 
sciences, to be nominated by the president. The interests of defense, 
development of natural resources, localities, transportation facilities, 
and unemployment problems will be concerns of the council, and rules 
of industrial and commercial policy will be formulated to strengthen 
the economy of the country and raise the standard of livinge 





CASTOR BEANS - The difficulties in obtaining tung oil have 
Stimulated production of castor oil for paint and varnish manufacture, 
until practically all Brazilian states are engaged. United States tech- 
nicians are instructing the producers in expansion procedure and methe- 
ods for better castor bean crops. In past years, the crops were not 
over 100,000 metric tons, but in 1941 and 1942 reached 200,000 metric 
tons, and in 1943 they reached 250,000 metric tons, with indications | 
of still greater increase. | 





COTTON TEXTILE OUTPUT - The cotton textile industry has in- 
creased from the manufacture of 530 million meters in 1926, to 1,500, 
000,000 in 1942, Local consumption passed from 475,909 thousand meters, | 
Or 13.6 meters per capita in 1926, to about 1,290 million meters, or J 
$O meters per capita in 1942. Since 1941, Brazil has become an export- | 
er of cotton textiles to other South American countries, and production | 
in 1943 was estimated at more than 1,700 million meters. 





PYRETHRUM - An agreement between the Brazilian and the United 
States governments was recently signed by which the United States will 
buy all pyrethrum flowers grown in Brazil, in excess of local needs, \ 
for the manufacture of insecticides. The present crop was estimated at 


eh 1,000 metric tons, and increased production is expected in the 
uture. 





OPTICAL GOODS IMPORTS - Instructions on importation of optical, 
Scientific, and photographic apparatus have been issued by the Coordin- \. 
@tor of Economic Mobilization. Such apparatus will be cleared at Custom } 
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Houses only after a special permit from the coordinator. 
Other regulations issued were: a) The government approved a 
50% reduction of excise tax for locally produced shellac. b)The send- 
of shoots or seeds of the “Hevea brasiliensis" or of other rubber 
plants anywhere, except to the Amazonia, without a special permit from 
the Ministry of Agtéculture was prohibited. 


SUGAR-ALCOHOL FOR MOTOR FUEL = In order to increase the prod- 
uction of alcohol motor fuel, the government has authorized the Sugar 
and Alcohol Institute to requisition all sugar and molasses necessary 
for conversion into alcohol. Exemption of excise tax was granted for 
such products. Production of anhydrous alcohol for motor fuel in 1942 
was estimated at 140 million liters, about 37% more than in 1941, and 
three times as much as in either 1939 or 1940, 





PATENTS - In order adequately to shoulder the responsibilities 
brought on by the recent expansion and progress of industry and com 
merce, a2 new code has been proposed, which will remodel and modernize 
the patent office. The scope of the draft applics to patents of invent- 
jon, industrial designs, models, trademarks, commercial and profession- 
al emblems, advertising symbols, and other minor items. Only the manu- 
facturing process will be patentable, products and substances produced 
through processes being considered as unpatentable. Suggestions for | 
further amplification will be received by a committee, and several in- 
stitutions and representative commercial and industrial bodies are al- 
so preparing suqgestions. 


BUR{ PALM - It is predicted that the "Bur{" palm, of which 
several species exist in Brazil, and known botanically as "Diplothem- 
ium candescens, Mart" may become important to the Brazilian vegetable 
trade. Studies are being conducted in research laboratories on obtain- 
ing a vegetable oil from the hard nuts, whose kernels contain about 
50% of oil. Specifications and other information will be given in the 
near future. 





BARITE DEPOSITS = A group of industrialists and technicians 
have formed a company for the production of barium salts, and barite 
deposits located in Minas Gerais: and Bafa are being worked by two 
paint factories for obtaining pigments. It is expected that Brazil will 


be able to produce in the coming years enough barium salts to meet the 
local market. , 





STEEL AND SHEET IRON PRODUCTION BEGUN - Brazilian newspapers 
disclose the initial production of rails by the Companhia Sideriurgica 
Belgo-Mineira. Monthly production will amount in the beginning, to 
30 kilometers, to be delivered to the Central do Brasil Railway. Ac- 
cording to the Bulletin of the Federal Council for Foreign Trade, sheet 
iron is being produced in Brazil by 12 concerns. Two produce pig iron, 
steel and sheet iron, five manufacture sheet iron and steel, and five 
Produce sheet iron exclusively. The State of Minas Gerais produces 
about 54% of the total, and Sado Paulo 27.3%. Rio de Janeiro has two 
iron works, one the second-largest sheet iron producer in the country. 
The 1942 production showed an increase of 52% over 1939. 





EXPORT= IMPORT REGULATIONS - The Brazilian government has estab- 
lished regulations for the classification and export of "agave" and 
fourcroyas" fibers, with a view to their standardization. A decree- 
law signed on January 6, introduces a number of modifications in certain 
Classes of imports, mostly chemicals, drugs, and paints, Pure product 


Only a few changes have been made in the actual rates of 
uty, 





Duty-free importation of foreign cement will be renewed for an- 
other three months. Duty-free importation of sulfa drugs and vitamins 

turing 180 days from January 1944 is authorized as a precaution against 
the Possibility of an influenza epidemic. All patent rights and privil- 
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egessfor the manufacture or use of sulfa drugs are also suspended. In 
order to ensure equitable supplies of arsenic products to industries, 
the Coordinator of Economic Mobilization lists such products in Ord- 
nance 66, in accordance with stocks on hand, and quantities imported.
